“price  doves,”  with  forecasts 
ranging  from  no  price 
increase  at  this  time  to  one  of 
35  per  cent.  Saudi  Arabia,  the 
No.  1  producer  among  OPEC 
members,  is  on  record  as 
saying  that  it  is  in  the  interest 
of  all  concerned  to  delay  a 
price  increase. 

The  economic  commission 
was  scheduled  to  review  the 


work  of  a  panel  of  experts 
that  met  last  month.  The 
experts  looked  into  the  effect 
of  inflation  in  the  main 
industrialized  countries  on  oil 
revenues  and  the  problem  of 
the  fluctuating  exchange  rates 
of  the  U.S.  dollar,  in  which 
oil  payments  are  made.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  ~ 
The  United  States  is  pulling 
out  of  the  worst  recession 
since  the  1930  s,  but 
Americans  face 
unemployment  and  high 
prices  for  years  to  come,  the 
Congressional  Budget  Office 
said  Tuesday. 

The  budget  office. 
Congress’  counterpart  to  the 
president’s  Office  of 
Management  and  Budget, 
offered  two  possible 
strategies.  One  would  speed 
up  economic  activity  to 
provide  more  Jobs.  The  other 
would  be  aimed  at  trying  to 
hold  down  inflation. 


Forbidden  to  make 
recommendations,  it 
advocated  neither,  but 
projected  the  expected 
consequences  of  both. 

Price  surge  alarming 
The  nation’s  recent  surge  in 
prices  is  particularly  alarming 
because  it  has  been  largely 
concentrated  on  necessities, 
said  Alice  Rivlin,  an 
economist  who  heads  the 
budget  office.  She  told  a 
news  conference  the  surge 
would  endanger  the 
still-young  recovery. 

“When  inflation  is 
concentrated  on  food  and 
fuel,  consumers  have  to  buy 
them  anyway,”  she  said. 
“There  is  little  money  left 


over  for  other  purchases,  and 
the  economy  suffers.” 

A  second  danger,  Mrs. 
Rivlin  said,  is  that  continued 
price  increases  will  trigger 
another  round  of  large  wage 
increases,  spinning  the 
inflationary  spiral  even 
higher. 

“Some  of  the  present 
favorable  factors  may  be 
temporary,”  she  declared. 

Recovery  foreseen 

The  budget  office  forecast 
substantial  economic 
recovery  until  at  least 
mid-1976,  but  added  that 
Americans  will  continue  to  be 
plagued  with  the  nation’s 
unprecedented  combination 
of  high  unemployment  and

high  prices  at  least  through 
1977. 

By  the  end  of  1976,  its 
report  said,  the 
unemployment  rate  which 
has  remained  over  8  per  cent 
this  year  should  be  down  to 
the  range  of  6.9  to  7.6  per 
cent.  This  still  would  mean  7 
million  Americans  without 
jobs. 

During  the  remainder  of 
this  year,  the  report  said, 
prices  are  likely  to  continue 
increasing  at  an  annual  rate  of 
6  to  8  per  cent.  A  surge  of 
increases,  especially  in  food 
and  fuel  prices,  brought  the 
rate  up  to  12  per  cent  in  June 
and  July  1975,  the  report 
said,  but  the  rate  has  since 
subsided  -  though  not  to  the 
levels  of  early  1975. 

Taxcuts  advised 

A  speedup  in  economic 
activity,  the  report  said, 
would  require  continuing  the 
temporary  tax  cuts  in  effect 
for  this  year,  reducing  taxes 
an  additional  $15  billion  and 
increasing  federal  spending  by 
$10  billion,  all  effective  in 
1976. 


Additionally,  the  Federal 
Reserve  would  be  expected  to 
allow  the  money  supply  to 
grow  enough  to  hold  down 
interest  rate  increases. 

The  opposite  strategy 
would  be  to  end  the 
temporary  tax  reductions  by 
Jan.  1,  1976,  cut  spending  $5 
billion  and  keep  monetary 
growth  at  a  relatively  low 
rate. 

The  expansionary  strategy, 
the  budget  office  said,  would 
lower  unemployment  by  1.1 
per  cent  at  the  end  of  two 
years  —  meaning  about  1 
million  more  jobs  --  but 
would  raise  the  rate  of 
inflation  for  some  years 
ahead  by  a  maximum  of 
five-tenths  to  seven-tenths  of 
one  per  cent. 

Deficit  could  grow 

It  would  increase  the 
federal  deficit,  although  the 
budget  office  report  said 
much  of  the  tax  and  spending 
cost  would  be  offset  by 
higher  revenues  and  lower 
unemployment.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Despite  President  Ford’s  plea  for 
fast  action,  congressional  approval  of  the  Sinai  peace  accord 
may  be  delayed  another  two  weeks  as  various  members  of 
House  and  Senate  press  for  full  disclosure  of  related  U.S. 
commitments. 

Secret  agreements  include  a  U.S.  promise  to  supply  Israel 
with  advanced  FI  6  jet  fighters  and  possibly  Pershing  missiles, 
congressmen  said. 

However,  Ford  said  at  a  news  conference  Tuesday  that  this 
country  has  made  no  firm  commitment  to  supply  the  fighters 
and  missiles. 

Ford  added  that  the  weapons  will  be  involved  in 
negotiations  between  the  United  States  and  Israel  -  “They 
are  on  the  shopping  list,  and  they  will  be  discussed  with 
representatives  of  the  Israeli  government.” 

Ford  had  asked  for  congressional  approval  by  the  end  of 
this  week  of  committing  200  U.S.  technicians  to  monitor  the 
Israeli-Egyptian  peace  in  the  Sinai  Peninsula. 

But  Rep.  William  S.  Broomfield  of  Michigan,  ranking 
Republican  on  the  House  International  Relations  Committee, 
said  Tuesday  that  no  full  House  vote  is  now  likely  until  week 
after  next. 

Broomfield  joined  a  group  of  committee  members  pressing 
for  full  disclosure  of  the  U.S.  commitments  before  they  act 
on  the  Sinai  technicians  but  said  he  believes  there  is  no 
question  Congress  will  approve  the  commitment. 

Some  members  of  the  Senate  Foreign  Relations  Committee 
also  are  asking  for  full  disclosure.

Matlovich,  an  admitted  gay,  told  an  Air  Force  discharge 
board  here  Tuesday  that  the  military’s  historic  ban  on 
homosexuals  violates  their  constitutional  right  to  privacy. 

The  Air  Force  regulation  calling  for  automatic  discharge  of 
gay  servicemen  is  unlawful  because  it  imposes  “the  morality 
of  the  majority  on-  its  employes,”  said  attorney  Susan 
Hewman.

proposed 
by  airline 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  Pan 
American  World  Airways  has 
proposed  a  $199  New 
York-to-San  Francisco 
round-trip  fare,  far  below  the 
current  rates  for  the  route. 

Pan  Am  proposed  the  fare 
to  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Board.  The  airline,  which 
does  not  fly  domestic  routes, 
asked  to  be  allowed  to  carry 
local  passengers  on  the 
domestic  leg  of  international 
flights. 

The  suggested  fare  came  as 
part  of  a  comment  on  a 
CAB-proposed  experiment  in 
discounting  certain  airline 
routes. 

Pan  Am  said  its  $199  fare 
should  be  implemented  for  a 
one-year  experimental  basis, 
be  limited  to  passengers  (not 
cargo  or  mail),  require  a 
15-day  advance  purchase  of 
tickets  and  a  $20  penalty  for 
cancellation,  require  a 
minimum  stay  of  seven  days 
and  be  restricted  to  175 
passengers  per  flight.

WINDOW  ROCK,  Ariz. 
(AP)  --  The  U.S.  Commission 
on  Civil  Rights  said  today 
that  conditions  on  the 
sprawling  Navajo  reservation 
in  America’s  Southwest  are 
“shocking  and  disgraceful.” 

The  independent 
commission,  in  a  44-page 
report  made  available  to  news 
media,  recommended  the 
government  recognize  the 
Navajo  Tribal  Council  as  a 
governing  body  similar  to  a 
state  or  county  in  qualifying 
for  federal  funds. 

The  report  made  29 
recommend ations  covering 
the  tribe’s  legal  status, 
economic  development, 
employment,  education  and 
health  care.  It  said  the  report 
was  the  result  of  hearings  and 
study  that  began  three  years 


Health  care  on  the 
reservation  is  not  only 


inadequate;  it  is  unsafe,”  the 
report  said.  “Patients  are  left 
unattended;  doctors  are 
limited  in  kinds  and  numbers 
of  diagnostic  tests  they  can 
request;  laboratories  are 
cramped  and  unequipped. 

The  hospitals  are 
understaffed  and  the  staff  is 
overworked— and  mistakes, 
serious  mistakes,  are 
common.  Staff  shortages  have 
been  the  documented  cause 
of  needless  loss  of  life  in 
several  instances.” 

The  reservation,  with 
137,002  inhabitants,  covers 
parts  of  New  Mexico,  Arizona 
and  Utah  and  is  as  large  as 


West  Virginia.  Per  capita 
income  is  estimated  at  $900  a 
year,  less  than  one-fifth  the 
national  average. 

The  commission  said  that 
although  the'  reservation  is 
rich  in  mineral  wealth, 
“development  thus  far  has 
operated  primarily  in  a 
neocolonial  context,  with 
outside  developers  primarily 
interested  in  mineral 
exploitation.” 

It  said  profits  are  taken  off 
the  reservation  rather  than 
invested  in  it.  “The  federal 
government  has  chosen  to  run 
a  relief  economy  rather  than 
a  development  economy,” 
the  commission  said.

get  their  supporters  recorded. 
Durkin  and  Wyman  campaign 
forces  kept  at  it  on  election 
day,  manning  banks  of 


telephones  in  a  drive  to  get 
out  their  votes. 

Wyman  and  Durkin  both 
voted  in  Machester  early  in 
the  day,  in  their  last  act  of  a 
strident,  sometimes  bitter 
campaign  that  has  been  going 
on  for  more  than  a  year.

He  said  the 
Lions  would  vote  later  today 
on  joining  the  three-team 
strike. 

NFL  owners,  who  made  no 
immediate  comment  on  the 
new  strike,  began  a  meeting 
in  New  York  early  in  the 
afternoon  while  management 
negotiators  huddled  at  the 
NFL  Management  Council 
offices  a  few  blocks  away. 

Garvey  said  federal 
mediator  W.J.  Usery  had 
proposed  to  the  union  and 
management  Monday  night 
that  the  two  sides  reinstate 
the  1970  contract  and  that 
they  agree  to  put  the  squad 
limits  in  the  league  back  to 
46  players  until  Oct.  1. 
Garvey  also  said  Usery 
proposed  immediate  new 
negotiations.
